successful, and to win aud hold that 
l»opiihir supimrt 
the strikers’ griev­ 
a n c e s must tie very plain to the aver­ 
age mind, very serious and capable of 
lieing 
corrected 
In 
no 
of her 
way. 
Strikers may injure their employers a 
great deal and usually do. hut they In 
jure themselves more, because employ­ 
ers are generally in a far better posi­ 
tion to stand lack of Income and other 
property losses and, lf violence be­ 
gins, the employers have the power of 
organized government, as well as the 
power of public opinion, to full hack 
on. The right of labor to strike when 
it fe d s conditions Intolerable is con­ 
ceded by ull, but the question of the 
wisdom of the step remains.

before In history were employers so
